“The President invited Mr. Colin Stewart, Special Representative of the 
Secretary-General for Western Sahara and Head of the United Nations Mission 
for the Referendum in Western Sahara, to participate in the meeting in 
accordance with rule 39 of the Council’s provisional rules of procedure. 

“The Security Council and the troop- and police-contributing countries 
heard a briefing by Mr. Stewart. 

“Members of the Council, Mr. Stewart and representatives of participating 
contributing countries had an exchange of views.”
